STILL AT T1IS IIIJLM. 


.I^IX, April 3.—Prince Bismarck again 


oflored his i-esiguatlon Satnrclny, and ajjain 
•\vithdrewit. Prlnco Alexander -\vill come 
to ChnrlotLcuburq; next Thursday, and will 
be betrothed to Princess Victoria in June. 


Prince Bismarck hae withdrawn his resig- 


nation, but solely Irom the cou'sideratlon 
that tho domination of Empress Victoria 
would speedily lead to the broaltlng-up of 
German unity. 


Nothing since the 'accession of Emperor 


Frederick has occurred that hah so strongly 
animated the Prussian conservatives against 
tho Empress ae the marriage question. It 
now becomes known that the Empress will 
Impel her helpless husband to tawart Prince 
Bismarck, without regard to tho respect 
duo to the lace Emperor or to the national 
safety. 


Tho conillot between the Emperor and 


Prince Eismarck over tho proposed mar- 
riage of 1'dneess Victoria to Prince Alex- 
ander has ceased for the present Negotia- 
tions on tho subject are passing between 
Emperor Frederick and tho Czar. 


Itis confirmed in ministerial circles that 


the crisis terminated on 
Friday. Tho 


Cologne Ca:etlc states that tbo matter was 
fiettled as Prince Bismarck desired. Tho 
Kemi-ofllcta1. organs are either silent on tho 
subject or simply state that tho 'crisis con- 
ilnuos, tho marriage project not being 
abandoned. In liberal circles Prlnco von 
Hohcnlohc is spoken of as tho successor of 
Prince Bismarck. 


Tho National Zcitiing says that tho bc- 


tlsrothal is postponed, but that circum- 
stances may arise under which Prince Bis- 
marck will no longer oppose Iho union: 
An official note, sent, as sometimes now 
happens, through Vienna, Bays that in con- 
BCC^UCUCC of a memorandum laid before tho 
Emperor by Trince Bismarck sotting forth 
tbo difficulties which, from a, political point 
ot view, stand in tho way of a matri- 
monial alliance between Prince Alexander 
and Princess Victoria, it has been ar- 
ranged that tho affair shall bo postponed 
until tbo political objections now raised 
shall cease to operate. Tho establishment 
of. settled order in Bulgaria and tho re- 
moval of all possibility of Alexander's rais- 
ing .the rallylng-cry will deprive tho mar- 
riage of Its political Importance. 


Tho visit of the Queen of England to 


Charlottenbcrg, therefore, will take place 
as arranged, br.ttho betrothal will not pub- 
licly bo brought i'orward on tho occasion. 
This Is nn official statement, and simply 
moans that Prince Bismarck's advice has 
boon overruled. 


Nothing In Prince BlsruarcK's life is so 


honorable, so full of eelf-commaia and 
oyalty to Germany, and his tempornry 
submission to tho Empress' regime. Ho 
has tho enthusiastic support of Count 
von Molllvo and other loaders of tho army 
and tho leaders 
of 
tho Conservative 


and ^itional Liberal parties, and even has 
tho begrudged approval of tho progressive 
ohici's. The Chancellor docs not therefore 
rely on the Military party. Ho has tho sup- 
port of tho whole country and of tho royal 
Lends of the German federation, and is ab- 
solute manbor or tho .situation.

Strychnine, too, is 
a very painful poison, by reason of tbo 
fact that consciousness remains undis- 
turbed, and tho suicide is mentally as

This is oC 
so recent discovery that it ie doubtful if, 
ns yet? a death has occurred iu tho United 
States from its use. It is found in South 
Africa and tho natives poison their ar- 
rows by steeping them in a decoction of 
the seed. Its action is similar to digitalis, 
M'lucU it is rapidly superseding as a hoart 
stimulant. It is vory powerful, and is 
administered only in extremely small 
dosos.

A correspondent writes to the Foree 
,nd Stream as follows on tthis interest 
og ''subject: 


Some yeere ago I brought from Nonh 


Carolina to New Jersey some fifteen o 
twenty pairs of quail to put out on my 
o'wti place. I kept them in my barn 
Irom February to the middle of April 
feeding them on split peas, their favorit 
food in North Carolina, and giving them 
free accees to water. I found they be_ 
came very tame, and when they wcr 
turned out in April they continued 
remain for some time in tho vicinity [o 
tne barn. The place was very favorably 
situated for stocking, a stream running 
along the 'edge of a wood, with cultivated 
land on OEO side, at intervals patches of 
good woodcock grounds, and two or

[oud scattered in various places. for.them 
until they paired. The most ot them 
raised broods, but they continued to be 
much tomer Ihnn the native quail, and 
as B consequence were nearly all shot 
tho first season, some of them before the 
law was up, by outside parties, DO atten- 
tion being paid to the-fdot that tho land 
was posted. 
From my observation I would say that 


peas constitute good food for quail. 
Patches of peas and buckwheat should 
be sown in sheltered • places on the 
grounds where birds are turned out. 
When these 'are fairly started, it is -e 
good plan to scatter light brambles and 
branches over .them, so as to furnish 
shelter frcm hawks while the birds are 
feeding. Thick patches of .bramble fur- 
nish tho best shelter. 


There should be turned out as early as 


possible an equal number of cnckfi and 
hens.' It Is said that unnnted cocks 
break up tho neets and destroy the egfis 
of the mates they could not v. in. 


The birda should not be on hand long 


enough to become familiar with man, 
and so become tame .and dependent. It 
they become so— and they can be made 
as tame as chickens— some method should 
be made to make them wild before they 
aro allowed to be shot at. 


Without any knowledge on the sub- 


ject, I would conclude that birds would 
thriye better on tho same latitude on 
which they were raised— or on the s»me 
isothermal linee. 
Heuoe western birds 


would be better than southern for the 
vicinity. o£ New York.
